DEMPSEY BATTLES ON 
TOES; TOM FLATFOOTED 


BY HUGH FULLERTON. 
ARTICLE VI. 

Shelby, Mont., June 28.—{Special.}— 
Without footwork, speed on the feet, 
strength of the legs, no boxer, least of 
all a heavyweight, has much chance 
of lasting through a grueling fight. 
Comparing the legs and feet of Gibbons 
and Dempsey brings them into sharp 
contrast and in a pecullar manner. 
Dempsey, heavier, much more power- 
fully muscled and engined, fights on 
his toes, dancing in and out, while Gib- 
bons has a flat footed, shuffling style. 
Yet Gibbons ‘is fast, moving quickly 
on his feet and getting around the 
ring even faster than Dempsey. 

In this regard, all other things being 
equal, the shuffler has some advantage. 
First, he can carry his weight with- 
out tiring, But the second reason is 
more important. It is that the man 
who is flat footed is set to deliver a 
blow at all times and get all his power 
behind it. 

Uses Body in Punch. 

Dempsey delivers his deadly inside 
punches while his feet are firm on the 
fioor, but his higher blows, especially 
his deadly downward striking left hook 
aimed at the jaw, is delivered with a 
leaping motion while he is on his toes. 
He hurls his whole body with the blow. 
There is less difference in the loins 
and buttocks of the two than would be 
supposed. Dempeséty’s thigh is 23 
inches, compared with 22 for Gibbons. 
Their calves are 15% inches each and 
the ankles are 9 inches. If anything 
Gibbons has a slight advantage in the 
leg measurements, as he has practical- 
ly as much strength to carry less 
weight above. 

Yet a comparison of the length of 
the muscles again shows the title hold- 
er. better, as his muscles. are Jonge 
and even more flexible. 

Dempsev Near Perfect. 

The ham muscles (popliteus) of Gib- 
bons are slightly heavier than those 
of the champion. The loins and flanks 
of both are thin and, like those“ of 
thoroughbred horses, quivering with 
life. The flexor muscles in Dempsey 
are better, and the closer the physical 
makeup of the champion is studied 
the more hia physical perfection must 
be admitted. He is of the bear type 
in chest, shoulders, and arms, yet from 
the waist down is more of the panther 
type. The perfect articulation of the 
bones and the muscles is a constant 
surprise. He will be a joy to any med- 
ico who ever hag the privilege of dis- 


secting him. 
Compare the ankles and feet of the 


strength of the metata.sals is remark- 
able, and the feet are almost as pl 
able as the ordinary workingman’s 
hands. Thig man is so strongly built 
and his bone structure is in such per- 
fect accord with his muscular develop 
ment that he is a constant joy to study.
